A sh o rt tim e later a m essage was 
picked up by coast guard station 
from th e m aster of the Pandora, 
quoting Capt. E. W. Sundstrom , of 
th e Dixie, as saying the coast guard 
vessels no longer were needed.

*he storm, said. "It swept over those 
shacks and messed them up like 
they were match bodies.’” 
Temporary Hospital Collapses 
The Snake creek hotel converted 
into a hospital housing 4C patients, 
about half of them women and chil­ 
dren, collapsed, all but seven men 
and three or four women and chil­ 
dren dying in the wreckage, Dr. 
Lassiter Alexander reported. 
Other survivors told the air being 
filled with flying timbers and sheet 
iron, taking heavy toll of those who 
had escaped the tidal wave and col­ 
lapse of buildings. 
"I saw bodies with tree stumps 
smashed through their chests, heads 
severed, arms and legs torn off by 
flying 
debris that cut like 
huge 
knives,” Charles Van Vechten a sur­ 
vivor said. 
An urgent appeal for funds to aid 
the relief work was made by the 
Red Cross.

the state militia mobilized to aid 
where needed in the storn area.

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Ballot For Two 
Commissioners 
At The Primary 


Each Party Gets 2 Candi 
dates, 3 Highest At 
Election Are The 
Winners 


SOME DARK HORSES 
MAY BE IN FIELD 


Three county commissioners are 
to be chosen at the No\ember elec­ 
tion and some confusion exists as 
to how they are to be selected. It 
is this way. At the coming primary 
each party is entitled to nominate 
two candidates. 
The two receiving 
the highest vote on the Republican 
ticket will be the Republican candi­ 
dates. The two receiving the high­ 
est vote on the Democratic ticket 
will be the Democratic candidates. 
So with the other parties. Each can 
have two candidates, but at the 
coming primary some of them will 
have only one. 
At the primary, balloting for can­ 
didates will be by parties, but at 
the general election, an elector can 
vote for one Republican and one 
Democrat, or two of any of the 
other parties, irrespective of whether 
he is registered u.ider the party 
name of the candid ite for whom he 
casts his vote. 
The three candidates of whatever 
party who receive the highest num ­ 
ber of votes will be the three elected 
Thus there could be two Republic­ 
ans elected, and one Democrat or 
two Democrats, and one Republican 
if they polled the three highest votes. 
Formerly it was the custom to 
allow the Democrats, who wrere the 


minority party, to elect one candi­ 
date. 
This 
was 
merely througn 
courtesy. The law does not say that 
the minority party is to have one 
county commissioner. 
The old custom was broken at the 
last election of county commission­ 
ers, when F. R. Woods, who had 
lost out in his race for the Republic­ 
an nomination, came out indepen­ 
dent, and was elected, being one 
of the three to receive the highest 
number of votes. 
According to Attorney William 
McElwee, Jr., counsel for the county 
commissioners, it would be poss­ 
ible for a candidate whose name 
was not on the ticket at all to oe 
elected, if a sufficient number of 
voters would use stickers or write 
in the name on the ballot. 
This 
is not likely to happen, but It would 
be a possibility. 
The office of county commissioner 
is the only county office for which 
electors will vote for more than one 
candidate. 
For the other offices 
only one candidate is to be nom in­ 
ated by each party at the primary. 
The offices for which only one candi­ 
date will be nominated are as fol­ 
lows: Judge of the Lawrence county 
courts; Judge of the Supreme court*; 
Judge of the Superior court; pro- 
thonotary; county treasurer; county 
controller and county coroner. 
It is said that there are likely 
to be some dark horses in the county 
commisisoner race at the general 
election. 
They will run on inde­ 
pendent tickets. 
In the City of New Castle there 
are 
two 
offices 
for which 
more 
than one candidate will be cho6en. 
Electors will vote for two council- 
men and 
three 
school 
directors. 
They will also vote for one mayor 
and one city treasurer. 
One county assessor and one con­ 
stable will be chosen in all of the 
different wards of the city. 
In the 
fifth, sixth and eighth wards alder­ 
men are also to be elected.

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Another activity th a t of issuing 
m arriage licenses to Ohio couples 
will be ended in Lawrence county 
at the end of this month, which goes 
to show what a spinster, with sour 
ideas about marriage, can do when 
she happens to get herself elected 
to a judicial office and sets forth 
to make the world over after the 
pattern of her own invention. The 
recent session 
of 
the 
legislature, 
whose members were like putty in 
the hands of a few women, who 
wanted the new marriage license 
law, is also to blame for driving bus­ 
iness away from Lawrence county. 
They did not seem to know, or un­ 
derstand, that a matrim onial knot j 
tied in M aryland binds just as tight­ 
ly as it does in Pennsylvania, even 
though the ceremony follows im­ 
mediately upon the granting of a 
license, and not after a three day 
v/ait as the new Pennsylvania law 
provides. 
Ohio passed a five day marriage 
law, wrhlch means th at a couple 
m ust wait five days after they ask 
for a marriage license before it is is­ 
sued. and as a result thousands of 
couples have flocked to Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Lawrence county got its 
si)are, and the various ministers, al­ 
dermen and justices of the peace

“I t is presum ed any company is

ONE THEORY 
One theory is th.,t, whether or not 
the adm inistration greatly relies on 
the Idaho solon’s judgment, it de­ 
sired to give the impression th at it 
vastly esteems him. in the hope of 
making him overshadow his fellow 
Idaho solon, Senator William 
E. 
Borah. 
It isn't, indeed, adm itted by the 
Democratic 
leadership 
that 
the 
White House is more anxious to beat 
Borah for re-election next year than 
it is anxious to defeat any other Re­ 
publican, in a Democrat’s favor. 
Nevertheless, there are many signs 
that it particularly desires Borah re­ 
tired.

Senator Pope departed for Europe 
too soon, with congress still in ses­ 
sion, able to criticize him.

Although the figures established 
in August of 1934 were not equalled 
by the rainfall which fell during 
the same m onth this year, there was

6.23 inches of rainfall was noted, 
against the normal figure of 3.21 
inches for the month, giving an 
excess of 3.02 inches above the nor­ 
mal. 
In August, 1934, the excess 
was 3.16 inches. 
The mean maximum temperature 
was 83.8 degrees, the mean m ini­ 
mum 60.9 degrees, and the mean. 
72.3. 
The normal for August 
is 
70.3 degrees, the excess being two 
degrees per day. In August of 1934 
the tem perature was 1.3 degrees be­ 
low the normal figure. 
The highest tem perature of the 
m onth was 95 degrees, on August 2. 
while the lowest was 44 degrees on 
the 29th. 
The greatest daily range 
was 33 degrees, which was noted on 
the 24th and 25th. 
Days with .01 inches or more of 
precipitation totalled 12. There were 
10 days which were clear, 15 partly 
cloudy and six cloudy. 
Severe hail 
was noted on the 2nd. 


Diplomat Took 
His Life At Sea
